Memcirs of the Street Where British 
Cabinet Lives. 

Sir Robert Walpole, was the first 
Prime ’’inister who made 10 Downing 
at.< his official residence. He refus- 
ed the offer of the House as a gift. 
Lord North, Pitt, Lord Grey, Lord 
Melbourne, Disraeli, Gladstone, and 
many others have residec: here when 
in office. It was here that Aubrey 
de Vere, the las, Earl of Oxtord, died; 
and it was here, too, that the Earl 
of Chatham was taken after his fatal 
swoon .n the House of Lords. It is 
teported that when Sir R. Walpole 
removed from his official residence 
in Downing Street he found an old ac- 
count | < in which his father had 
sect down his personal expenses. In 
the three months and ten days he 
was in London one winter as an M.P., 
he had only expended. £64 7s. 6d. 
Among tue entries in this remarkable 
bo-« were small cums for Nottingham 
ale; 18d. for dinners; 5s. to Bob 
Walpole, afterwards the Earl of Ox-

Another anecdote is told of a Mr. 
Stuart, a city coal merchant, who, on 
becomiu, proprietor of The Courier, 
newspaper, went to see Lord Grey, 
and bluntly offered that Minister the 
support of the paper—which up to 
than had advocated totally different 
views—in exchange for Treasury pat- 
ide i Lord Grey indignantly rang 
the bell, and told the footman ‘‘to 
show that gentleman to the door.” 

it was during the time that Pitt 
tesided in Downing, Street that ‘‘the 
Heaven-born Minister,” fell in love 
with Eleanor Eden, the daughter. of 
Lord Auckland. Society was much in- 


terested in the affair, and it was fully |) 


expected that the engagement would 
be publicly announced. Pitt, how- 
ever, explained ina long letter to 
Lord Auckland that there were ‘‘de- 
cisive and insurmountable”, obstacles 
to the union. Much correspondence 
followed. The father described his 
daughter as ‘good, generous, frank, 
cheerful, and gentile,” and ‘the ‘‘fair 
pride of our lives.” Pitt, in addition 
to being in financial difficulties, waa 
in a delicate state of health, and he 
adhered to his former decision, al- 
though there can be little doubt he 
had a ‘sincere affection for Miss Eden, 
for when the latter afterwards mar- 
ried Lord Hobart, it is reported that 
Pitt's heart was almost’ broken. 

To come to much later times, few 
People are aware of the fact that Mr. 
Gladstone (to whose famous break- 
fast-parties in Downing Street man 
distinguished persons were invited, 
and who was generally known as a 
strenuous politician) had a jocose and 
genial side to his nature, which wa: 
especially attractive. His married life 
has been described as one long hon- 
eymoon; and in his earlier days he 
could so unbend ag to be induced to 
sing a song.

British Public Warmly Commends 
Sir Edward Grey’s Project—Believe 
That Pdlitical Friendship Between 
the Great English-Speaking Na- 
tions Would be the Most Glorious 
Consummation the World has Seen 


London, Eng.—Mr. Balfour’s recent 
arbitration speech which was quite 
unexpected has given a new impetus 
to the arbitration movement, and in 
the opinion of the Liberal papers, 
brings the question of an Anglo- 
American treaty within the region of 
practical. politics. , 

The Daily Telegraph in an enthusi- 
astic editorial says that the League 
of Peace thus established would nec- 
essarily include the countless popula- 
tions of the whole British empire. 
Political friendship between these 
great English-speaking nations would 

e the most glorious association of 
free nation the world has ever seen. 

In common with the other i oer 
papers, however, the Telegraph _at- 
taches equal importance to Mr. Bal- 
four’s argument in the same speech 
that the idea of universal arbitration 
is visionary, and that an Anglo- 
American treaty would in no,wa 
change Great Britain’s relations wit 
Europe, and would not justify any re- 
duction of the British naval strength. 
The notion of the United States and 
Great Britain doing the police duty 
of the world would be obnoxious, ac- 
cording to the Unionist organs. 

The Telegraph says that the friend- 
ship between Great Britain and the 
United States must be no pact: against 
other countries. The, Standard simil- 
arly asks whether if the treaty was 
concluded, in the event of the United 
States becoming involved in hostili- 
ties with Japan, it could be onpecedd 
for a moment that . Great ritain 
would go to their aid. 

Leading divines of all denomina- 
tions are warmly commending Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s project, and are already 
discussing the reorganization of a 
huge popular demonstration in_ its 
support, to be held either in Albert 
Hall or Hyde Park.

Ottawa.—Hon. Geo, Graham, reply- 
ing to W. F. Maclean’s resolution. to 
place the control of railway capitaliz- 
ation in the hands ef a commission, 
said that he was of the opinion that 
the farmers of the west had a cheaper 
tate to the Great Lakes than the 
Americans had to Duluth. The rate 
on coal from Fort William to Winni- 

eg was lower than the rate from 

uluth to Winnipeg. 

Referring more particularly to capi- 
talization, Mr. Graham said that con- 
ditions differed in Canada from those 
in New York State. There railway 
charters were granted by letters pat- 
ent, whereas in Canada parliament 
retained control of charters and cap- 
italization. He reminded Mr, Mac- 
lean that the men who originally put 
their money into the C. P. f took bi 
chances and that they were entitl 
to a fair profit. At the present time 
the chief profits of the company were 
due to the remarkable increase in the 
value of the land held rather than to 
earnings. . 

Mr. Graham next pointed out that 
while the C. P. R. occupied an envi- 
able position, new companies which 
have to finance railways should be 
remembered. It was desirable that 


|nothing should be done to shake the 


confidence of the people who held the 
purse strings of the world. In con- 


Ottawa.—No confirmation has yet 
reached the government of the report 
that the legislative assembly of Ba- 
hama_ has voted in favor of union 
with Canada. It has been known for 
some time that certain Montreal gen- 
tlemen have been actively engaged 
while wintering at Nassau in ingpir- 
ing an agitation in favor of union 
with Canada, but so far overtures 
have been completely unofficial. 
There is no-considerable desire on the 
part of the government to favor any 
expansionist policy, especially when 
it involves the addition of a colored 
population of over fifty thousand de- 
scendants of former slaves, but of 
course’ any memorial which may be 
received from the legislative assembly 
of the Bahama Islands will be given 
respectful consideration. Our _pres- 
ent trade with the Bahamas is very 
small, and the proposal is regarded as 
a sentimental one, rather than as one 
which will ever amount to anything. 


GREAT BRITAIN'S NAVY COST 


it Is Hoped That Estimates Have 
Reached Highest Point—Supremacy 
Must Be Maintained «ss 
London.—Hon. Reginald McKenna, 
first lord of the admiralty, read his 
annual statement on the navy in the 
ouse of Commons recently. 
In reply to various Liberal and 
Labor hecklers, Mr. McKenna said he 
hoped the estimates had now reached 
their highest point.. He estimated 
the cost of Germany’s fleet at £22,- 
000,000 and Great  Britain’s at 
£33 . 


The difference, Mr. McKenna said, 
might seem enormous, but the import- 
ance of maintaining the absolute su- 
premacy of the ocean was s0 over-| 
whelming that Britain could not af- 
ford to be in doubt for a fortnight.” 


C. N. R. Construction Programme | 

Toronto.—Sir William MacKenzie, | 
president of the Canadian Northern 
railway has outlined the company’s 
construction programme for this year. 

The branch line from Prince Albert 
to Battleford will be completed and 
work done on the section from Battle- 
ford to Jackfish lake. 

South-west from Saskatoon progress 
will be made on the line from Delisle. 
Eventually this road will run through 
to Swift Current, thence to join the 
line between Mayfield and Lethbridge. 

In Alberta two lines will be com- 
pleted into Calgary, one from Sask- 
atoon and the other from Vegreville.

WOLVES. SLAUGHTERING DEER|OVERSEAS CLUB. MAKES. REPLY

Animals Had” 
Snow Was Deep..and Deer 
Could Not. Escape 
Alberni.—Between fifty and sixty 
deer’ were killed by wolves and 
panthers slong the shores of Great 

Central lake during last winter. 
Such is the estimate made by Joe 
Drinkwater, the man who knows the 
interior of Vancouver Island, and 
who spent most of the winter there. 
Joe came into town recently from the 


lake, bringing with him the head and] 


hide of a huge panther., He expects, 
later on, to collect the bounty on a 
number of wolves that he killed with 
poison. The wolves got the poison all 
tight, but they got away some dis- 
tance from where they took the bait 
before they died, and the carcasses 
have not yet been found. 

Mr. Drinkwater bases his estimate 
of the number of deer killed on the 
signs of slaughter he discovered in 
the vicinity of the lake. He says it 
was an easy winter for the wolves and 
panthers and exceptionally hard for 
the deer in that district. The snow 
was deep and crusted, which made 
travelling difficult for the deer which 
always broke through the crust while 
the pursuing wolf could run along the 
top. About eight miles up the lake 
there is a spot exposed for most of the 
day to the sun and with no snow on 
it. Here there were signs of deer hav- 
ing gathered in numbers only to be 
driven into the water by the raven- 
ous beasts of prey that kept contin- 
ually on their tracks. It was also evi- 
dent that the deer had found the 
water too cold and had_ returned to 
the shores while the wolves were 
still waiting for them. On a barren 
island in the lake Mr. Drinkwater 
saw four deer that had taken refuge 
there and were starving to death. 

During his trip up and down the 
lake Mr. Drinkwater set traps for 
panthers and poisoned bait for 
wolves, but found no result until a 
few days ago. With deer so easy to 
catch there was, he says, no use of 
trying to bait wolves. They will only 
take bait when food is scarce and 
they are very hungry. 

ROADS FOR PEACE DISTRICT 
Surveyors to Locate Road Around the 
: South Shore of Lesser 

Slave Lake 

Edmonton.—To locate a road around 
the south shore of Lesser Slave lake, 
A. P. C, Belyea, D. L. 8., of the pro- 
vineial department of public works, 
left recently with a survey party ‘for 
the north. Hitherto there has been 
some travelling south of the lake on 
the shore, which has proved an un- 
certain and dangerously difficult 
route. The party under Mr. Belyea 
will locate an inland trail, striking off 
from Sawridge at the east end of 
Lesser Slave Lake and leading to 
Girouard at the western extremity. 

Settlers of the Swan Hills district, 
south of Lesser Slave lake, will be 
given direct access to the east by the 
néw road. Up to the present, the 
route of travel- from the Swan hills 
has been by way of Girouard and the 
north shore of the lake. Few travel- 
lers have attempted the trip by the 
south shore. 

Before returning to Edmonton next 
winter, Mr. Belyea will have made a 
circuit of over a thousand miles.

THE FAMOUS SYSTEM. 


Founder of the Science of Eugenics 


and Leading British Authority on 
Anthropometric Work Has Died In 
London — Was Last of the Great 
Victorian Scientists, Who Changed 
the World’s Views. 


Sir Francis Galton, almost the ‘last 


survivor of the great Victorian scien- 

| tists, organizer of the system of iden- 
tification by finger prints, and founder 
of the science of eugenics (heredity 
in relation to health and charaeter, 
with the object of selecting the best 
parents), has just died at his Hasle- 
mere home, 
been 89 this month. Both in longe- 
vity and in genius he wus an example 
of his theory of heredity, for he was 
a grandson of Erasmus Darwin, the 
philosopher and 
a cousin of Charles Darwin. Many of 
his family lived to over 90. Scientists 
were amazed ut the brisk juvenility 
of Dr. Galton even two years ago, 
when he

“Suffice it then to say that our 

rofessors also are as incalculable, as 

iversified, as those elsewhere. You 

never know them by their appearances 
only; you never can interpret them 
merely from their chairs. We have a 
Professor of Ethics, and he drives, or 
drove at least when I last left Canada, 
a horse; would that all dealers in 
horseflesh professed ethics; so would 
some of them at least practice it, nay. 
more, it was a pale horse, and one’s 
imagination turned to the Book of 
Revelation and to the ‘pale horse 
there and the man who sat thereon; 
whose chair was a pale horse. And 
yet you would be mistaken if you set 
down our professor horseman as a 
soldier and a man of Death and 
Slaughter; he is the keenest anti-mili- 
tarist on our staff.”
